ver coin, luM legal tender and limited legal 
tender of $3,941,078,000. A large portion 
of the limited tegil tender silver coin ia 
more or less debased and would not be 
marketable as bullion. 
Making proper de- 


duction for such coin, th« silver coin and 
the gold coin of the world are about equal; 
in round numbers say $3,700,000,000 of 
each. 
If gold alone is to continue tho 


basis for pnper circulation and credit, the 
commtrcUl world must endure a constantly 
shrinking volume of money atid credit. 


What a mockery to send commissioner!* 


to Europe (o consult tbe conspirators, the 
money losners, as to whether they are pre- 
pared to desist from their purpose to ac- 
qnira wealth at tho expense of the prodncer. 
Have they no', already issued their man- 
date that every borrower in the United 
States shall contract to pay gold? la it not 
their purpose to bind free America in the 
chains of a foreign gold conspiracy?

• IN THE HOLY LAND. 


JERUSALEM, Palestine, March 13, 1892. 
We are here sonnd and well; have been 


to Jericho, the Dead 
Se», the Jordan, 


Elisha's Fountain, etc. The Valley of the 
Jordan is lying desolate, and Jericho is a 
miserable valley full of dogs, vermin and 
dirty Arabs. The Dead Sea is just like 
any other lake, though very salt. 
The 


Jordan is nothing but a common liver, a 
little larger than the Wabash iu Indiuna; 
the mountains around Jericho are barren, 
naked *nd rugged. Jerusalem ii a wonder 
when we come to study it in detail. 
The 


interior of the Mosq.ue of Omar is the most 
splendid thing I ever saw—far ahead of St. 
Paul, Notre Dame or St. Peters. 
We had 


a good view of the interior, it being a bright 
clear day. 
The scene from the Mount of 


O.ivee is sublime; with a glass we can see 
the whole city, looking right down into it. 


We walked half around the city on the 


wall, which gives a good idea of how tbe 
oity is built up. 
There are many great 


ruins still lying waste inside the walls, and 
everywhere for miles around are signs of 
wreck and ruin of the ages gone.

will try to write It up in detail some other 
ticao. 


We came here direct from Cairo, Egypt, 


by Ismala, Port S»id and Jaffa; rode in a 
carriage from Jaffa, OD as flue a pike road 
as any iu America. 
Vegetation is as far 


advanced here as in May or Jnne in Indi- 
ana.

look much like they do east of Carson.
